INCREASED ACTIVITY. 

From OUR CoMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

With the near approach of the Christmas 
holidays, rather more activity is noticeable 
in some departments of the yrovision trade, 
although taken all round demand can by no 
means be described as brisk. A welcome im- 
provement is reported in demand for bacon, 
and, while both Irish and continental cures 
are firmer, no official change has been made 
in prices this week. There has been rather a 
surfeit of stout and heavy bacon on the 
market during the last few weeks, and this 
has had to be cleared at the value. In 
butter the Danish official quotation has been 
wired six kroner higher, and “ton ” now 
stands at 198 kroner per 100 kilos; at the 
corresponding period of last year the figure 
was 184 kroner, and: in 1931 222 kroner. The 
spot market for continental makes closed firm 
owing to the improved demand for the 
Christmas trade. but with larger arrivals of 
Colonials prices showed an easier tendency, 

COLONIAL BUTTER. 

Atrivals of butter from New Zealand and 
Australia during November totalled 792,500 
boxes, as compared with 412,000 boxes in the 
prewious month and 671,000 boxes in 
November, 1932. Arrivals in December, ac- 
cording te present advices, will slightly 
exceed one million boxes, or substantially 
less than the 1,289,000 boxes which arrived 
from these sources in the same month last 
year. January arrivals will probably he 
larger than a year earlier. Production in 
New Zealand, as meas:red by receipts into 
store, reached its seasonal peak at this time 
last year, and it is significant that recent 
figures showed a decline, while remaining on 
a slightly heavier scale than a year ago. 
Australian . production. which until recently 
was below last year’s level, is now running In 
excess of last vear’s output. Conditions are 
favourable in Queensland and New Soath 
Wales, but décreasing production is reported 
from Victoria. Weather conditions are 
favourable in the Argentine, and shipments 
are increasing, although the total afloat, is 
well below that of a year ago.  Pres@nt 
prospects suggest that imports of butter into 


the United Kingdom from European countries 


may be “very slightly smaller than in 
December, 1932, but the total imports will 
show a relatively greater reduction. Eggs 
meet with a much better demand, and prices 
ruled firm for all descriptions. New laid 
eggs are only offered in limited quantities, 
and the cold weather is’ further curtailing 
supplies. 
LIVE STOCK, 

At the Manchester Cattle Market on Tues- 
day a slight increase was reported in the 
number of fat cattle on offer, but sheep and 
lambs showed a further decline. Fat cattle 
were in steady demand, with prime sorts 
firmly held. Lambs were in quiet request, 
but there was no giving way in prices. It is 
Eo, to note that the Christmas Fat 
Stock Sh 
chester, was an unqualified success. There 
was keen competition im all the classes, and 
the quality of the beasts required for 
butchers’ meat was excellent. The supreme 
dhampion of the show, an Aberdeen-Angus, 
weighing. ten and a half cwt., realised 65s. 
per cwt. The champion Irish heifer, weigh- 
ing eleven and a half cwt., sold at 60s. per 


cwt.; prize-winning Irish other than the 


champion. 48s., and non-prize winners 42s. 
per cwt. «The champion Welsh heifer made 
69s. per cwt. A fair amount of activity las 
been paising at the Manchester Pig Market 
throughont the past week, and prices for all 
descriptie have been steady to firm, 
although there was no very marked altera- 
tion in prices as compared with the previous 
week, usiness

FEWER MARRIAGES 
IN THE NORTH. 


RECORD LOW BIRTH-RATE

land has published his annual report 

for the year 1932. The number of 
marriages registered during the year was 
6,959, representing a rate of 5.51 per 1,000 
of the estimated Jo Oa This rate is 
appreciably lower than the rate for the 
previous year, and the curve of the marriage 
rate now exhibits a sligh: downward ten- 
dency. The fall in the marriage rate in 1932 
is largely due to a noticeable decline in the 
number of Church of Ireland marriages and 
a more marked decline in the number of 
Roman Catholic marriages. Perhaps the most 
noteworthy feature of the marriage statistics 
is the tendency for civil marriages to increase, 
In the year under review these marriages re- 
presented about 7.5 per cent. of the total 
marriages, as compared with 4.5 per cent. in 
921 


A ie Registrar - Genera: for Northern Ire- 


There were 25,107 births registered in 1932, 
representing a birth-rate of 19.9 per thousand 
of the estimated: population. This rate is the 
lowest recorded for Northern Ireland as a 
separate administration unit. It is, neverthe- 
lesg, the highest recorded in the British Isles 
in the year 1932. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths registered during the year 1932 
numbered 17,812, representing a crude death- 
rate of 14.1. This rate is only very slightly 
in excess of the record low death-rate ex- 
perienced in 1930. The death-rate from tuber- 
culosis (all forms) exhibits a pronounced fall 
in 1952, the rate of 1.12 per thousand of the 
estimated population being the lowest re- 
corded for Northern Ireland. The death- 
rate from this disease has declined steadily 
from 1901 to 1932. For the first time in a 
considerable number of years the cancer 
death-rate has fallen, though only very 
shghtly. As in 1951, however, the number cf 
deaths from this disease exceeded that from 
tuberculosis. ° 

Infant mortality increased appreciably in 
1932. The rate of 83 deaths of children under 
one year of age per thousand births compares 
with 86 for Scotland, 72 for the Irish Free 
State and 65 for England and Wales. 

As in-1931, the »umber of immigrants into 
Northern Ireland. sppreciably exceeded the 
number of emigrants.

Ah appropriation of Aorty million francs 
(£500,000) to enlarge the Port of Beirut 
(Syria) has been decided upon by the French 
High Commission. Work is to begin at orce, 
and will take two “years. 

The step is being taken in order to build 
a great and modern port to vie with Haifa 
in Palestine, the competition of which is 
greatly feared in the Lebanon and Syria. 

Negotiations are also on foot. for the con- 
struction of a railway between Syria, Mosul 
and Persia, as, the Persian Government 
wishes to establish its western sea outlet at 
Beirut, which will become a free transit port 
for the hinterland.

PRODUCER-RETAILERS. 


Only in the case of Glasgow is any con 
siderable quantity derived from (b) ;,.

Milk from produce, 
retailers forms a considerable proportion 
the supply of Edinburgh; in Dundee ani 
Aberdeen and still more in Glasgow the pro 
ducer-retailer is a less importaut source of 
supply. In Edinburgh a considerable pr, 
portion of the ‘city’s supply is derived {roy 
dairy byres within the city boundartes 
Almost all the milk except a portion of tha: 
consigned from creameries ((b) above) reache< 
the cities in its raw state. 

As regards (a) &.e., milk consigned diract 
or through creameries from the farm to tha 
wholesale distributor, while each churn co: 
tains the milk of more than one cow. }: 
not undergone bulking on a large scale and 
referred to in this report as ‘‘ raw 
churns.”' 

The term “raw milk in tanks” has heen 
applied to (b); it represents the bulking 
milk from a number of farms. 


HEAT-TREATMENT. 


Almost all the raw milk in tanks and a 
considerable portion of the raw milk 
churns is subjected to a process of heat 
treatment before being delivered to the con- 
sumer. Very little of the milk supplied iu 
producer-retailers is so treated. This process 
of heat treatment is commonly referred to as 
pasteurisation, but the milk 1s not generally 
sold as pasteurised—a term which can legal! 
be applied only to milk which has been 
pasteurised under a licence from the local 
authority by being retained at a temperature 
of not less than 145 degrees Fahrenheit and 
not more than 150 degrees Fahrenheit for at 
least half an hour and immediately passed 
to an efficiently protected cooler and the 
temperature reduced to not more than W 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

‘he inquiry was designed so as to give 
an indication of the extent to which the milk 
at these various stages is infected with 
tubercle bacilli. 


RESULTS. 


The principal resultg of this collaborate 
investigation may briefly be summarised as 
follows :— 

1—The extent of infection of samples of 
raw milk im churns, ascertained by the 
technique outlined, is in the aggregate of the 
four principal Scottish cities 10 per cent, 

2—As would be anticipated, the degree of 
infection increases with the amount of 
bulking to which the milk is subjected; and 
in*a series of over 200 samples of creamery 
bulked milks, wherein the average volume of 
milk from which the samples were taken 
reaches §00 gallons, more than one-third of 
ow ae were found infected with tubercle 
acilh.

The superiority of the 
holding over the flash methods has been 
elicited, and the relative efficiency of different 
plants examined, . 

4—It is estimated that the general tate 
of infection of milk retailed in the four cities 
is a little above five per cent. 

5—The examination of a large number of 
samples of certified and grade A (T.T.) milks 
has shown the safety of these in respect of 
tuberculous infection. 

6—The necessity for a standard method. of 
examination if comparisons between different 
areas are to be made has been clearly 
demonstrated.

An Old Ballad. : 


A correspondent writes about my note 
on the “‘ Soldiers’ Song ”: There can be 
no doubt that the song which Colonel 
Collinson heard at Courtown was “ Kevin 
Barrv.” the words of which are included 
in a series of popular ballad sheets on 
sale in Dublin shops. The music, which is 
early English, has been published in 
several school and students’ song books to 
the words of “ Rolling Home to Merrie 
England" (or “ Bonnie Scotland,” as the 
wish may be). It was adapted to suitable 
words during the American Civil War. 
Very probably Colonel Collinson did hear 
the tune played by a military band in 
Burma, as it is-the “ march past” of_a 
British regiment. Eric Partridge and John 
Brophy have included a pathetic ballad, in 
the same metre and set to the same air. 
in their collection of works entitled 
““ Songs and Slang of the British Army.’’ 
All those who have been in the Imperial 
Forces will, I am sure, remember the 
chorus which, if the pathos—and the 
bathos—are to be forcibly brought out. 
must be rendered in the Cockney broad

However, when he did arrive 
he found his wife much worried about the 
awful “ Notice of Assessment ” which had 
been received from the Inspector of Taxes 
in October. This official, im.the absence of 
the statutory return, considered it advis- 
able to make a stiff assessment and make 
the errant taxpayer sit up and take notice 
of official notices. : 

“ I never expected,” he told me, “ to 
spend seven or eight hours of my leave in 
an income tax office, explaining how 
innocent I was of any attempt to defraud 
the revenue. Fortunately, the ofheials 
were very kind and considerate and they 
gave me every assistance in adjusting the 
matter. Still, there’s a Jot of red tape in 
this green island of ours.”’ 


Street Crossings. 


A correspondent suggests that it is 
time somebody took up the cudgels on 
behalf of the pedestrian in regard to the 
matter of crossing streets at corners where 
pointsmen are on duty. The corner of 
Grafton street, where Nassau street joins 
it, he states, presents particular difficulty 
in this connection. Vehicles coming’ down 
Graiton street. and waiting for the signal 
to res. towards Trinity College only 
pull up, and that reluctantly, beyond the 
edges of the pavement, so that pedestrians 
are obliged to take a circuitous route whes 
crossing from. Suffolk street to Nassau 
street. Some time ago safety studs were 
placed a few feet from the actual corner. 
‘Stop Here ' were 
imprinted across the road. If the object 
was to assist the pedestrian in making a 
safer crossing, the result was admirably 
achieved ; but for some reason the scheme 
was abolished. I can only suggest the 
‘ reason ” was the same as that given for 
the disappearance of a danger signal in an 
outlying part of Donegal—‘‘No one had 
an accident there all the years it was up. 
so it seemed quite safe to take it away.”

“I have always said that the Irish are 
like the Divine Providence, they are every- 
where.” This remark, said Dr. Mulhern, 
Bishop of Dromore, was made to him by the 
Pope m the course of a private audience at 
Rome. 

Dr. Mulhern presented medals last Satur 
day to ten officers and forty men of the Free 
State Army who took part in the recent 
pilgrimage to Lourdes. It had been the first 
occasion, he said, that any military, as such, 
had attended a pilgrimage to Lourdes, and 
it was a great honour for Ireland that her 
soldiers had been the first to go. He believed 
that they had infringed some international 
law by so doing, but he was proud to think 
that, in the midst of a Europe that was not 
quite Christian, Lrish soldiers had unsheathed 
their swords in honour of Him who was above 
all law, national and international. At Lourdes 
they had been proud of their Catholic Army 
and their Catholic Government. 

The ceremony took place at McKee 
Barracks, Dublin, and was attended by the 
Free State Minister for Defence, and the 
Chief of Staff, Major-General Brennan. The

From A CORRESPONDENT. 


The lamented death of Mr. W. H. Brayden, 
who died in Bray yesterday, removes a pro- 
minent figure in Irish journalism. For over 
half a century he has been an active Press 
worker in Ireland, to his own personal credit 
and no less to the profess.on of which he was 
an honoured and much respected member. 
From the outset of his journalistic career, in 
Armagh City in the early ‘eighties, on the 
staff of the Ulster Gazette, he was distin- 
guished as a sound and highly intelligent jour- 
nalist. From Armagh he emigrated to the 
Leinster Leader in _ and thence to the 
Freeman's Journal in Dublin, of which he 
comparatively soon became chief editor, In 
that capac.ty he conducted that paper's 
policy through many years of remarkable 
power and prosperity. Mr. Brayden’s rule 
over it was marked by his suppression of his 
own personality and by an almost extravagant 
self-retirement and modesty. He had the 
loftiest sense of honour and dignity, and in a 
time when personal recrimination and bitter- 
ness were prominer’ in political controversy 
Mr. Brayden resolutely refused to be a party 
to unworthy use of the Press in that direction. 
Ilis standard of editorial responsibility was a 
high one, and he maintained it throughout 
his long and honourable careet. 

Despite the grasping claims of his 
onerous position, he found time for 
public work, always discharged by 
him without personal. advertisement or 
public show. He was one of the 
early supporters of the Feis Ceoil, and ren- 
dered useful services to the Royal Irish 
Academy of Music for a number of years. 
Mr. Brayden was a member of the Irish Bar,

However, as 
has been said, one really had to lok to 
faults in a performance that was, cn the 
whole, so satisfactory—full of atmosphere and 
most inspiring.

Speaking at Tralee yesterday, Mr. de 
Valera said: ‘‘ At the moment our nation 
is being pressed: by one of the biggest 
nations of the world, through economic 
means, to make us yield.

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It is no longer possible to decry the 
signs of Britain’s returning prosperity as 
mere flashes in the pan. They are based 
upon solid fact and rooted in the ex- 
perience of almost a full year. The hopes 
of her people have been foiled many times 
during the past decade, but the evidence 
of 1955 cannot be controverted. During 
every one of the past ten months 
the country’s export trade has revealed a 
steady increase, and that increase has 
been distributed over every element of 
British industry. Fo: all the menace of 
Japanese competition, the once forlorn 
looms of Lancashire are busy; the coal 
mines are enlarging their output daily, 
and the cognate iron and steel industries 
are responding tv an unfamiliar flow of 
orders. The railways have enjoyed a good 
year; imports of raw materials are ex- 
panding ; the building trades are working 
at high pressure, and shipyards have 
begun to repopulate their long vacant 
slips. At the beginning of this year 
almost three million citizens were out of 
work; to-day the grim list has sunk by 
eight hundred thousand. —Beneath this 
inspiration gloom has given place to con- 
fidence; large schemes, State-sponsored 
and private, are being initiated; industry 
is straining itself to catch the turn of the 
tide, and there is good cause for hope that 
the progress of 1933 will be twice as rapid 
in 1934. 

To determine the precise causes of an 
industrial revival is never a simple task, 
but, unquestionably, the policies of 
Britain’s National Government have 
played a large part in her convalescence. 
British manufacturers are certain to-day 
of the home market, and the tariffs have 
provided Britain with an exceedingly 
valuable weapon of bargaining. States 
which only two or three years ago turned 
a stony face to all the demands of British 
Governments and manufacturers for easier 
access through their tariff walls are plead- 
ing now for a similar favour from Britain. 
Her commerce with Germany, with the 
Argentine and with Russia has been, or 
is being, brought to a condition of 
equilibrium. The Ottawa Conference has 
given her a hold on the Dominions, whose 
attitude to British manufactures formerly 
had been little different from that of 
foreign nations; and all parties are 
deriving solid benefits from their bargain. 
Britain’s recovery would be still more 
rapid if her Government could lift one 
more burden from tl> neck of industry. 
Taxation is still far too high to 
allow unimpeded progress. Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain’s recent hint, therefore, that 
some remission may be possible in the 
next Budget ‘s yet another source of 
inspiration to industry. |

Musical Cabs. 


However they may try to dissemble it, 
the people of the United States of America 
retain in their being some streak of 
the old Puritanism. Only to this persistent 
heritage can we ascribe the joyless action 
of the Commissioner of Police in New 
York, who has imposed a ban upon taxi- 
cabs that are fitted with wireless sets. 
The crushing blow which has fallen upon 
the drivers of more than 15,000 cabs is 
the more tyrannical since the installation 
of music in these vehicles is of recent date, 
Impressed by the habitual melancholy of 
their passengers, these worthy fellows 
have shown great public spirit in their 
attempt to ameliorate life by the aid of 
music’ golden tongue, and the delight of 
the public has repaid them for their 
kimdly thought. It has not repaid them, 
however, for their heavy capital outlay 
and it appears that they are about to 
seek an injunction against the Com: 


| missioner. While we await the outcome 


with interest, we may take advantage of 
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it is dangerous. People, they allege, cross 
the streets as in a trance, their heads 
beating time to the melodies which 
impinge upon them from the traffic. The 
decision to impose the ban is said to have 
been made after an accident in which an 
elderly man received severe injuries from 
a taxi-cab at the moment when the broad- 
cast singer filled the street with the well- 
meant, if ill-timed, announcement that 
“happy days are here again.” That the 
police should contemn the advantages of 
the musical cab is a sad reflection upon 
American democracy. We believe, how- 
ever, that their attempt to rob the people 
of their pleasure in broadcast music is 
bound to failure. The wireless set has 
established its sway over every department 
of life into which it has been allowed to 
enter, and something more than a ban by 
a kill-joy police force will be needed to 
oust it from any corner of its kingdom. 


Gains and Losses. 


Civilisation’s progress, and its penalties, 
are revealed impartially in the British 
Registrar-General’s Statistical Report for 
the year 1932. The birth-rate for that 
year in England and Wales was the lowest 
on record—15.3 for every one thousand 
persons, or 0.5 below the rate for 1931, 
which was itself a low “ record.” Yet, 
while the birth-rate falls thus steadily, 
the population is not decreasing. Indeed, 
it shows a slight increase, having risen 
by 253,000 in the twelve months after 
June, 1951. The explanation lies in the 
balance which medical skill and public 
hygiene seem to have established—for the 
time being, at any rate—between the 
empty cradle and the unwanted coffin. 
Last year the British death-rate was 12.0 
for every one thousand persons. This was 
0.5 below the rate for 1931, but 0.6 above 
that tor 1930, which still stands as the 
lowest on record. As the low death-rate 
suggests, the toll of life which is taken 
annually by some of the most formidable 
diseases is now definitely on the down- 
grade. Last year tuberculosis furnished 
a new low '“ record ” of 837 for every 
million persons, and we may expect a 
succession of fresh ‘‘ records” as the 
Government’s plans for millions of new 
and healthy houses begin to be effective. 
On the other side we must put the extend- 
ing ravages of cancer, which showed a 
death-rate of 1,510 for every million 
persons, against 1,484 in 1931. Must we 
not suspect that this dread disease, still 
defiant of the most devoted research, has 
roots, somewhere and somehow, in the 
strained and feverish conditions of modern 
life? Certainly those conditions help to 
explain the rising figures for suicide, 
which made a new “record ” in 19382— 
145 for every million persons, as com- 
pared with 129 (the previous “ record ’’) 
in 1931. Finally, comes the most terrible. 
because most surely preventible, of all 
the Briton’s sacrifices to haste and nerve- 
pressure—the toll of the road. Road acci- 
dents accounted for 5,671 deaths in 1932, 
and the figure for 1933 will be higher. 
At what pitch of slaughter will the 
country's temper break ! 


A Week of Storm. 


These are stormy days for Ireland from 
the political point of view, and, economi- 
cally, they are comfortless in the extreme. 
Nevertheless, we may console ourselves 
with the thought that the elements have 
been less unkind than Mr. de Valera and 
the British import duties. It is true that 
our recent weather has been dark and 
somewhat dirty, but, at least, it has not 
been aggressively hostile. For several days 
last week the elements did their worst to 
many other countries. The United States 
was afflicted with degrees of frost that our 
temperate island scarcely can realise— 
cold so severe that a large number. of 
deaths is recorded already. Furious gales 
discharged themselves on continental 
Europe and on England. Venice is 
troubled by the highest tides for 
nearly twenty years, and many of the 
passes of the Apennines are completely 
blocked. Storm and extreme cold have 
wrought havoc in Germany, Poland 
and most other regions of the Continent. 
Extensive damage has been done to the 
sea defences of England by great gales. 
The south coast has been battered by 
appallingly high seas ; sea walls have been 
broken to bits, and large falls of cliff have 
compelled the evacuation of many homes. 
Several wrecks have been reported 
already, and the fate of many vessels 
which ought to have reached port some 
time ago is still in doubt. Ireland 
seems to be one of the few countries 
that have not suffered. Let us be duly 
thankful, and let us hope that the elements, 
noticing their omission, will not return to 
repair it. We need all the consolations 
nowadays that we can find.

SOME EXCITING INCIDENTS. 


From Our Reporrer. . 
WESTPORT, Sunday. 


General O’Duffy, President of the 
United Ireland Party, was arrested 
at Westport, Co. Mayo, this afternoon, 
where he was to have addressed a meeting 
in the town. An attempt was made to 
prevent General O’Duffy from entering 
Westport, but although he was more than 
once in the custody of the Civic Guards, 
he was rescued, and eventually he reached 
the platform, there to be arrested once 
more and lod in the polics barracks. 

Kx-Comman@ant: Kilcoyne also was 
arrested. 

From the moment of General O’Duffy’s 
arrival on the outskirts of the town until 
some hours after he had been lodged in the 
police barracks, the place seethed with 
excitement. Westport was full of Blue 
Shirts and Blue Shirt supporters. There 
were almost continuous cries of “ Up, 
O Duffy” and “Down with the 
Spaniard.” 
sponded with counter-cheers were set 
npon. One, who was alleged to have 
struck a Blue Shirt had a rough time 
hefore he was rescued by the Civic Guards. 
There were cries of ‘‘ Kill him ” as the 
crowd rushed towards him. It is stated 
that a revolver was drawn, but was dashed 
from the owner’s hand.

LYNCHING ATTEMPT 
AFTER VERDICT.

KABUL, Sunday. 

A yelling, shouting mob besieged the 
Courthouse here, the assassins of 
Nadir Shah, King of Afghanistan, were 
found guilty yesterday. | 

Abdul Khaliq and his accomplice, 
Mahmood, were sentenced to death. Two 
others involved in the assassination of the 
King—Ishaq and Abdullah—were sentenced 
to transportation for life. 

The trial took place before. the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the Court of First 
Instance, and lasted only from ten o clock 
in the morning until one o'clock in the 
afternoon. 

The crowd, which packed the inside of 
the Court and massed outside, made in- 
furiated attempts to capture and lynch 
the accused men, shouting that all four 
must be executed. 

The police ordered them to honour the 
Court’s just decision and stop their 
demonstration, but only managed to hold 
them back from mobbing the four men 
with great difficulty. 

Eventually the excitement died down, 
and the crowd was pacified. 

Later Abdul Khaliq and Mahmood were

UNSUCCESSFUL ATTEMPTS

Renewed efforts to salvage the 1,000-ton 
steamer Agate, which went aground on 
the rocks at Skerries a fortmght ago, 
were made during the week s end.

THE HOUSE OF 
LORDS. 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes :—Whatever the precise terms of 
the bill which Lord Salisbury is to com 
mend to the House of Lords this week, it 
will be a welcome addition to the growing 
body of literature on the reform of that 
House. That, and no more, is presumably 
what the bill is intended to be; for it did 
not require the meetings of Conservative 
committees to demonstrate that anything 
like unanimity on this well-worn subject 
is still far to seek, even among those who 
regard reform as most urgent. Everyone

For these reasons it is exceedingly 
unlikely that the Goyernment will show 
more than a sympathetic interest in Lord 
Salisbury's motion to-morrow. It should 
not, however, be underrated on that 
account. Evéry fresh attempt to solve the 
problem brings agreement a little nearer, 
and drives deeper into the public mind the 
main principles on which a wise solution 
will some day be founded. 

After quoting from its editorial articles 
on the subject during the last six or seven 
years, The Times says that it has always 
envisaged the reformed Second Chamber 
of the future as a body possessing approxi-

In a voice which rang through 'the court, 
Dr. Sack declared: ' The Nazi motto 
‘Common good must come before private 
ood,’ must be brought into the sphere of 
justice. As defender of the Communist 
Torgler, I cannot do better than say to 
you ‘ Judge hardly, but judge justly.” ” 

Dr. Sack then indulged-in a long dis* 
cussion of the Nazi law which made it 
possible for laws passed after February 
28th to act retrospective, and, after a long 
juristic diseussion, he suggested to .the 
Court that there were certain principles 
which the Government, even on the basis 
of the empowering Jaw, was not really 
entitled to over-ride. 

Tr. Sack then passed to the actual) 
evidence in the trial. He began by stating 
that there were numerous sources of error 
in ‘this. trial. 


AUTO-SUGGESTION, 


“German citizens have come here and 
sard things of which they are really con- 
vinced without realising that they. are 
suffering from auto-suggestion.”’

Dr. Sack was interrupted in the midst 
of a vehement diatribe, when comparing 
the way in whieh the witness Grothe had 
been excused by the Court for his contra- 
dictions, by the remark that anybody could 
make mistakes in dates, while Torgler had 
been strongly attacked for the slight in- 
consistency in his’statements. 

The President of the-Court stopped him 
and said: ‘‘I imagine you are not intend- 
ing any reproach’ to meand my conduct 
of the trial?” 

Dr. Sack assured the President that that 
was not his intention; he ‘was: only 
illustrating the fallibility of human’ 
beings. 


PROSECUTOR QUOTED. 


Passing to the question of Torgler’s guilt | 
or innocence, Dr. Sack said: '“ In five 


“minutes I could answer this question for 


you simply by referring to the statement 
et the Public Prosecutor, that Torgler was 
concerned in the Reichstag fire in some 
way or other, but in what way had not 
heen proved in this trial.” 

Dr. Sack suggested that this statement 
was in itself a ground for acquitting 
Totgler. : 

Twice Dr. Sack broke off his speech | to 
reimke Dimitroff for mutterime something 
under his breath, coupling this with a 
bitter attack on the Bulgarians. When 
)imitroff tried to make some protest he 
was apruptily silenced by the President, 
who told him that he must on no account 
interrupt the pleading. 

Characteristic of Dr. Sack’s speech was 
the frequent appeal to utterances of Chan- 
Hitler—‘‘ Our Jeader "—and re- 
fevences to the difference between the Naz 
counsel and his Communist client. 

Torgler shifted in his seat with visible 
utieasiness when Dr. Sack began to speak 
of his personal character. } 

i Torgler,” said Dr. Sack, “' gave him- 
self up to the police and did not, like 
many of his comrades, choose to flee This 
fact showed his true nature as a politician 
and parliamentarian, perhaps a man of 
false views, who had fallen a victim to 
another outlook on life, but not a hard 
boiled, law down’ villain.

POLICE WORK IMPERFECT. 


At one-point Dr. ‘Sack complained that 
“the police work on this case has, for the 
most part, been imperfectly done.’ 

This. of course, he continued, was to 
be explained by the statement by General 
Goerine that the Reichstag fire came at 
a time when the reform of the police was 
just beginning. Dr. Sack then turned to 
the. Prosecutor's speech. 

“Tt is impossible,’ he said, after 
quoting froma pamphlet written by Dr: 
Coenders, one of the judges, “ to say, as 
the prosecutor did, that, since Torgler 
was.not in his office at a certain time he, 
therefore, prepared the fire in this time. 
It is for the prosecution to prove the 

accused’s guilt, not the accused his 
innocence.’’ : 

Dr. Sack next passed to a vigorous 
attack on the witness, Kanwahne, the

TARIFF BOARD’S JUDGMENT 


With regard to powers it is proposed 
that the reformed House should be able 
to hold up general legislation in certain 
circumstances, pending the approval! of the 
country, and that money bills should be 
subject to the cértification of a parlia- 
mentary body on which the Lords would 
be represented. 

At present the House of Lords consists 
of over 700 peers; general legislation 
passed by the House of Commons in three 
successive sessions can be presented. for 
Royal Assent without the approval of the 
House of Lords; and a money bill, certi- 
fied as such by the Speaker of the House 
of Commons, alone is protected against 
amendment or rejection by the Lords.

ORDER OF THE POPE. 


— 


The Rome Correspondent of The Times 
telegraphed yesterday:—By order of the 
Pope, a general reduction in the salaries 
of dependents of the Vatican will come into 
force on January 1. Persons drawing a 
salary oí less than 1,000 lire (about £16) 
a month will not be affected, but all whose 
salaries are above that figure will have 


their stipends reduced. Salaries varying | 


between 1,000 and 2,000 lire a month will 
be reduced by 10 per cent., while salaries 
over 2,000 lire a month will be reduced by 
15 per cent. 

In well-informed Vatican circles it is 
calculated that something like one 
thousand persons in all will be affected, 
including the cardinals resident in Rome, 
whose official salaties, it is understood, 
amount, to 100,000 lire (about £1,612) a 
year each, It ip estimated that the total 
saving will amount to between 300,000 and 
500,000 lire a year. 

Probably most of those affected are 
citizens of the Vatican City State, who, as 
such, enjoy the exceptionally low. prices 
of its duty free supply stores. 

As a further economy, several foreman 
carpenters, plumbérs and others have been 
given notice of dismissal, and a general 
reorganisation of these services is being | 
undertaken. ' 

As the Pope has hitherto sought to give 
as much employment as possible to work- 
men in the Vatican ‘City State, this 
measure gives rise to the suspicion that 
the finances of the Holy See have suffered 
considerably from the general depression— 
particularly in the United States—during | 
the last few years.

Even to-night the Censor will not admit 
officially that there was a fire. 

Newspaper correspondents have been 
trying to get the news through ever since 
December 5.

FREE STATE GOVERNMENT'S 
REPLY TO INQUIRIES. 


Despite the announcement made in 
Washington that the Free State’s quota 
for imports of liquor has been increaséd 
substantially in return for concessions to 
American imports into tle Free State, 
secrecy is still being maintained as to the 
amount of liquor that Free State manu- 
facturers may contract for with American 
importers, and also as to what effect the 
concessions will have on Free State in- 
terests. 

When inquiries were made at the Free 
State Department of External Affairs as 
to the exact quota granted, no informa 
tion was forthcoming. The reply given 
to an Irish Times reporter was: ' We 
cannot tell you what the amount of the 
quota is, but it is quite satisfactory.”’ 

When he asked whether the increased 
quota was in return for preferential treat- 
ment for agricultural products from the 
United States he was told: ' We cannot 
say anything about that.” 

Notification has been received by cable- 
gram from the Free State Legation at 
Washington that under a ruling of the 
Federal Alcohol Control Board, any in- 
dividual may import as much liquor as 
he sees fit for his own personal use, sub- 
ject to customs duties and internal revenue 
tax. The individual importing the liquor 
would have to prove to the customs au- 
thorities that it was solely for his own 
use. No maximum quantity for in- 


dividual consignment has been specified

The utilisation of the wheat SS for 1930 
shows that of the total of 48, tons the 
proportion used on farms was 15,400 tons, and 
the quantity sold off farms was 54,600 tons.

In the case of barley, which in 19350 
amounted to 74,000 tons, 24,000 tons were used 
on farms, and the quantity sold off farms 
was 50,000 tons. 

Of the total of 622,000 tons of oats in the 
same year 355,000 tons were used on farms, 
and 267,000 sold off farms. 

It was estimated that 75 per cent. of the 
wheat produced in Scotland was used for 
stock-feeding. Unlike England, Scotland pro- 
duced little barley of a quality suitable for 
brewing. Scottish barley was, however, in 
considerable demand for distilling, and that 
of a slightly lower quality fo rstock feeding, 
particularly in the production of bacon.

After being at liberty for twelve hours, 
Richard Stanton (28), fireman, and Harry 
Johnson (27), ship’s cook, who escaped from 
Hull Prison on Saturday, were recaptured by 
Hull police at 230 a.m. yesterday. They 
were in bed at a house in a street close to 
the railway and docks. 

Their escape was cunningly planned. They 
had been at. the prison gymnasium on Satur- 
day morning, ied under their prison clothes 
they were wearing shorts and gym slips. They 
obtained a ladder, with which they scaled one 
of the walls at the back of the prison shortly 
after two o'clock, at which time it is pro- 
bable that the warders were changing shifts. 
They discarded their prison clothes, which 
were left behind in the yard, and they 
dropped from the top of a high wall into the 
grounds of Hull Corporation Cemetery. 

In their gymnastic attire they were seen by 
a man, who thought they were harriers 
engaged im a cross-country run and who had 
got into the cemetery by mistake. : 

Stauton and Johnson left the cemetery and 
proceeded in the direction of Hedon and the 
village of Preston further on. 

Under the cover of a mist they kept to 
fields and jumped over dykes and fences. It 
was bitterly cold, and they entered a yard, 
where one of them obtained an old overcoat, 
and the other obtained a coat. 

The prison officials notified the police of the 
escape about four o clock. i 

Early yesterday Detective-Inspector Malchi- 
nock A Detective-Sergeant Banks went to a 
house let off in apartments in Laster street, 
which lits on the opposite side of Hull to the 
prison, and arrested the two men. Stanton and 
Johnson reached the house about 11 o'clock on 
Saturday night. They were hungry and rid, 
and they spent two hours in front of a fire 
before they went to bed. They had been in 
bed an hour when the police re-arrested them. 

Stanton and Johnson, who had planned to 
eave again in the early morning under cover 
of fog which had settled, were taken to the 
Central Police Station and afterwards handed 
over to the prison authorities. They were 
still wearing their gymnastic attire, but were 
provided with warmer clothing before isey 
were taken from the house. 

The two men were convicted at Hull 
Quarter Sessions in October. Stanton was 
sentenced to eighteen months’ imprisonment 
for being in possession of housebreaking imple- 
ments, and Johnson to fifteen months’ im- 
prisonment for breaking into a motor dealer's 
offices.

The Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health kindly forwarded a copy of the 
bill to the Council, and invited their views 
A similar invitation having been extended to 
the Civics Institute, it was decided that a 
joint meeting with that body for the purpose 
of considering the bill would be the most use- 
ful course to adopt.

INCUBATOR OR BROODIES. 
Writing on this subject in the Weebly 
lrish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
says :'— 
Hatching by hens for large numbers and at 
unseasonable times is a thing of the past. 
No large poultry-keeper ever thinks of 
employing bas first. because he seldom 
can procure them, and, second, because 
they are too troublesome. Yet we would 
not discard them altogether. They are, 
of course, better for the small man, but 
for the ordinary farmer "whe keeps a few 
hundred birds we also believe they are 
better than incubators during the early 
part of the year. Of course, we should 
not put off hatching in waiting for them.

THE SWEET PEA. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
irish Times, the Gardea Correspondent 
ays : 

The inost important consideration in connec- 
tion with the successful cultivation of 
the Sweet Pea is the preparation of the 
soul. To secure the best results next 
year a site should be selected now, shel- 
tered from cold winds and open to the 
sun. They should be trenched fully two 
spades deep and at least two feet wide, 
and plenty of manure worked into the 
bottom spit. The enriching of the top 
layer of soil may be left until sprin 

but the surface from now onward s out 
be left as rough as possible until it is 
broken down for planting, so that it may 
be pulverised by the action of the 
weather. For really fine blooms the seeds 
thay be sow) in boxes filled with a fairl 
rich compost of sandy loam and leaf 
mould, and placed in a cold frame where 
frost and cutting winds can be warded 
off from the pene Do when they appear; 
the time of suwing depends mAs on 
circumstances, as ome sOW how and 
nthers prefer to wait until early spring.
